BIG STRIKES. 


The New York Trouble Comes to 
a Close.

N E W YOEK, March 5.—After the tele- 
^ a m s closed yesterday afternoon, a body 
of New York police, commanded by In- 
spector Murray, acted us convoy to a 
Crosstown Line street car. 
The tracks 
were blocked at various points by coal 
piles, wagons, and cars which had been 
upset, and other material, which the 
police were forced to remove amid the 
hoots and yells of thousands of people. 
Twice the officers charged the mob, 
using their batons freely, with the result 
that several persons were injured and 
many others arrested. 


P |NEW YOBK, March 5.—The grand "tie 
up" of all the surface lines of the city, 
ordered by the executive board of the 
Empire Protective 
associations, 
took 
place this morning and not a car is run- 
ning. 
President Lamb, of the company, 
has decided not to do anything imtil he 
calls the directors together during the 
day, when it will be decided whether to 
make an effort to run cars. 
Everything 
is quiet. 
Under the existing city ordi« 
nance no man can drive a car in the city 
without a license. 
The number of these 
lioenses is limited, and the organizations 
are complete. The various companies 
will be compelled to run at least one car 
a day over their lines or forfeit their 
charters. If an attempt is made to-day 
to prevent this the city will be compelled 
to exercise its fullest power or be held 
liable for damages. At least 1,500 men 
ceased labor this uioming. 


One of the leading strikers said that 
the men who committed violence yester- 
day were not connected with the strikers 
in any way.

The Remarkable Career of ««the 
Best Abused Man Living:.*' 


A Bom Leader—Begins Work as office 
Boy to the Elder Bennett—From a 
Mason and Grate Setter he Rises 
to a Seat in Congress.

of the most pi'ominent 
political figures of this 
city. His name is fa- 
miliar to everybody, 
and his features have 
Been portrayed so frequently by the cari- 
:atm-ists that even children will recognize it. 
[ know for a fact of the editor of an iJlus- 
brated paper, who at one time instnieted his 
artists to remember that when timely sub- 
jects did uot pi-esent themselves, a car- 
toon on Johji KeUy wa,s alwa^'s in order, and 
I have seen lam on a street car penising this 
very paper, and watched the merry twinkle 
in his eye when he fomid a buuioj ous repre 
sentation of himself. 
John's stroiif? eharac- 
teriiitic was his imostentatiousut\ss, aiid for 
that i-eason people know very little uV)out his 
private life. 


Meeting Mi*. J. Fau-fax M<"L«.ughlin on 
Bix^adwaj' the other day we talked alnrnt the 
old "boss." Mr. McLaughlin had been as- 
sociated with Mr. Kelly for some thii-ty years 
and has published his life- 
He said: "Yes; I 
probably know more of Mr. KeUy than any 
living man. 
He was bom in New York city, 
April 20, 
His father died \A hen he was 


8 yeai-s old. 


When The New York Herald was in its 
infancy, young Kelly 
walked in to the 
office one day and asked 
the elder 
Bennett if he wanted an office boy. Ben- 
nett was a good judge of character and 
quick in deciding. 
He talked with the youth 
a few minutes, then told him to go to work. 
He became a gixiat favorite ^vith Beimett, and 
when at length he grow older and detei-mined 
on learning a traile, so as to l>etter supi)oi-t 
the large tamily that was depending on him, 
Mr. Bennett offei'ed him strong inducements 
to remain, and on pai-ting with him predicted 
that he would succeed anywhere. 
The elder 
Bennett was as sti'ong a fi-iend of Kelly's as 
the present Bennett is a bitter enemy. Kelly 
learned the trade of soapstone cutting anil 
grate setting, 
at 
which 
he 
afterward 
made a considerable fortune. He proved 
to 
be a 
i-emaj-kably 
shrewd 
business 
man and his faith in tile future of New York 
city was 80 great that with every $200 or 
$300 he would get, he bought a lot up town, 
these lots are worth to-day from $5,000 to 
$10,000, and Mi'. Kelly is repoi-ted to be a 
miUionaire. 
Though his charity has been 
distributed most secretly, it is estimated that 
he has dispensed a quarter of a million dollars 
in that way. 
"When a young man John was 
notable as an athlete. 
The notorious John 
Morrison said of Kelly that he had the build 
of an ideal pugilist. 
Though the cartoonists 
have always i-epresented him as a dumpy 
man, he is nearly six feet in height and 
weighs about 240 pounds. 
He ran with 
the «'fir« laddies" iu his early days and made 
hosts of frimds, who elected him alderman 
In 1858. Tweqd, of ring fame, afterwards

In 1864 he was elected to the thirty-flOth 
congress. 
He resigned his seat before his last 
term was completed to take the office of 
sheriff of this county, to which he had been 
elected. It was while in congress that Gten. 
Cass, Presidciut Buchanan's secretary of state, 
spoke of him as "Honeet John Kelly," which 
he has Ixvn commonly calletl since. In 186S 
he was chosieu tbe candidate for the mayor- 
alty in opposition to Bill Tweed's Tammany 
Hall candidate, but an awful bxirden of do- 
mestic aflliction in the loss of his wife and son 
compelled him to withdraw and take his two 
daughters—all that was left of his family—to 
Em'ope for his own health as well as 
theii-s. 
He remained away three 
years; 
and 
during his absence New York city 
was given over wholly 
to the plimder 
of the TAvml ring. 
]?i-orainent men like Mr. 
Tilden, Seymour, Herritt and Belmont sought 
Ml'. Kelly to help them in this crisis. 
He had 
vowed never to again enter politics. 
Their 
Importmiities continued for a year, till at last 
he entered the fight, and while Mr. Tilden 
and »lories O'Connor attacked the Tweed 
ring in the legislature and in the courts, 
Mr. Kelly had a hand to hand tussle with 
them in Tammany Hall, their citadel, and 
routed them, as is well known.

him a prestige which he has held since. An

Pension Bill Passes the House— 
Education iu tlie Senate.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—In the senate 
yesterday amendments to the educational 
bill offered by Messrs. Dolph. and Logan 
were defeated. 
Mr, Iiogan then moved 
another amendmedt, already suggested 
by him, making the appropriation for 
building Bchool 
houses, 
which was 
adopted and the debate for the day 
closed. 


A resolution offered by Mr. Hale was 
agreed to, calling on the secretary of the 
navy for a variety of information con- 
cerning the Dolphin, Boston, Atlanta, 
and Chicago. 
The education bill was 
then taken up. 


An amendment offered by Mr. Dolph, 
was agreed to, requiring promptly from 
each state full information, each year, 
as to the number of school districts in 
such state; also, relative to the number 
of white and colored children. 


An amendment offered by Mr. Ingalls 
was agreed to, requiring that the annual 
report from each state shall show wages 
paid common school teachers. 


An amendment was offered by Logan 
and agreed to, providing that the secre- 
tary of the interior be charged with the 
proper administration of this l aw through 
the commissioner of 
edu'sation, and 
these two officers are auth orized. with 
the approval of the president, to make 
all needful rules and regulations not in- 
consistent with the provisions of the bill 
to carry out those provision's. 


Another amendment by Dolph was 
agreed to substituting the -tsensus of 1890 
for that of 1880 as a basis of distribu- 
tion for moneys of t i e bill, after the 
census figures of 1890 shall have been 
received. The figures ot 1880 to oper- 
ate till then.

Pittsburg. 
Now that the compulsory 
clause has been removed, the men are 
taking more kindly to the schema, and I 
have no doubt that it will ultimately 
succeed. I have not attempted to intro- 
duce it west of Pittsburg, but this will 
be an easy matter when it is in success- 
ful operation on the lines eat»t," It will 
be remembered that the fund in question 
is of an insurance nature, t h e company 
and its employes contributing to the cre- 
ation of a f u n d from which sick and 
death benefits are to be paid.

Gen. Grant was fond of a good horse. 
When a lad he had been noted as a snc- 
cessful breaker of colts, and his daring 
horsemanship in the riding school of 
the 
military academy is even now 
spoken of by the cadets with pride. 
Driving into Washington one day from 
his home on Georgetown 
Heights, a 
bntcher's cart drawn by a gray horse 
came up alongside at a fast gait. The 
General spoke to his horse, Cincinna- 
tus, expecting easily to give the butch- 
er's nag the go-by, but although they 
tried to "fight it out on that line," they 
were beaten in trottiag one block and 
distanced before they reached the sec- 
ond cross street. 


From that moment the conqueror of 
the Rebellion determined to o-wti the 
horse that had out-trotted Cincinnatus, 
and a friend succeeded in purchasing 
him for $350. 
Thenceforth, instead of 
plodding along with a load of meat, the 
gray nag, christened Butcher Boy, was 
harnessed to the light wagon of Gen. 
Grant. 
It was while driving him one 
spring afternoon on the outskirts of 
Washington 
that the General 
was 
chased by two mounted 
policemen, 
stopped, and arrested for driving faster 
than the law permitted. 
The next day 
he appeared at the station-hoiise and 
paid the $10 fine imposed. 


Gen. 
Grant's 
difficulty 
with Mr. 
Sumner 
began 
when 
the 
Presi- 
dent did 
not consult 
the Senator 
about the formation of his Cabinet. 
The breach was gradually widened, and 
in time the Senator became completely 
estranged from liis old friend and asso- 
ciate in the Senate, Secretary Fish. 
When Mr. Motley was removed from 
the English 
mission he insisted upon 
regarding it as a personal insult, which 
he sought to repay by his opposition to 
the acquisition of San Domingo. Gen. 
Grant endeavored to appease the of- 
fended Senator, and on the evening of 
the day on which the San DomlTigo 
treaty was sent to the Senate, he called 
at Mr. Sumner's house. 


Gen. Grant found the Senator at his 
dinner-table with Col. Forney and the 
writer, and was in^'ited to take a seat 
with them. 
After 
some i^reliininary 
conversation Gen. Grant began to talk 
about San Domingo, but he did not 
have the treaty or any memorandum of 
it with him. 
He dwelt especially upon 
the expenditures of Gen. 
Babcock at 
San Domingo of a large siun taken 
from a secret ser\'ice fund for promot- 
ing intercourse with the West India Is- 
lands, which Mr. Seward, when Secre- 
tary of State, had prevailed upon Kep- 
resentative Thad. Stevens to have in- 
serted in an appropriation bill 
during 
the war, and the President impressed 
Mr. Sumner with the idea that he feared 
an attack in Congress on the way much 
of that money had been spent. 


Mr. Sumner unquestionably thought 
that Gen. Grant had come to enlist his 
Bervicee in defending the expenditure 
of Gen. Babcock of $100,000 in cash and 
$50,000 in a light battery purchased at 
New York. 
The President meant, as 
Col. Forney and the Avriter thought,the 
treaty for the acquisition of the Do- 
minican Republic. 
The President and 
the Senator misunderstood each other. 
After a while Gen. Grant promised to 
send Gen. Babcock to call on the Sena- 
tor the next day with copies cif the pa- 
pers, and left. As Mr. 
Sumner es- 
corted him to the door he told him that 
he was a Republican, and supported by 
a Republican administration, and that 
he should sustain the administration in 
its course if he possibly could after he 
had examined the papers. 
He meant 
the expenditure of Gen. Babcock, but 
the President meant the treaty. 


The next morning 
Gen. 
Babcock 
called on Senator Sumner with a copy 
of the treaty, which he began to read, 
but he had not gotten beyond the pre- 
amble, in which Babcock 
was styled 
"aide-de-camp of His Excellency Gen. 
Ulysses S. Grant," before Mr. 
Sum- 
ner showed signs of disapprobation. 
When Gen. 
Babcock 
proceeded 
and 
read the stipulation 
that "His Excel- 
lency 
Gen. 
Grant, 
President of the 
United States, 
promises perfectly to 
use all his influence in order that the 
idea of annexing the Dominican Re- 
public to the United States may acquire 
such a degree of jiopularity among the 
members of Congress as will be neors- 
Siiry for its accomplishment," Senator | 
Sumner became tlie piieniv of the Avbo]e ' 
Bcheme. 
He did not bplieve that the 
President of the United States should 
be made a lobbyist to bring about an- 
nexation by Congress. 
Some of Mr. 
Sumner's friends used to tell l^iim that 
he should have gone at once to Gen. 
Grant and have told him that he should 
oppose the treaty, and that he had de- 
clared his hostility to it to Gen. Bab- 
cock in unmistaken terms. 


This was the time when well-meaning 
friends of both of these great men 
might have secured satisfactory mutual 
explanation, although no living power 
c o ^ d 
have made 
Senator Sunmer a 
supporter of the acquisition of the port 
of Samana in San Domingo. In the 
Senate sycophants who "carried water 
on both shoulders," and men who al- 
ways delight in fomenting quarrels, em- 
bittered Mr. Sumner against the Pres- 
ident. 
One had served his 
country 
well in the camp, while the other had 
performed equally invaluable aervioea 
in the Senate: one was & statesman, the 


pear to be wrong to the General, tht 
Senator regarded as criminal. Conscious 
of the value of his services in saving 
the Union, Gen. Grant accepted with 
gratitude the voluntary offerings of 
grateful citizens; but Senator Sumner, 
who had seen too much of political life 
and of politicians, knew too well that 
those who make gifts to public men 
expect 
favors 
in 
return, and 
that erery public man should be in- 
flexibly 
opposed 
to the reception 
of 
presents. 
Remarks 
by 
him 
about the President, and remarks by 
the President about him. were parried 
to and fro by mischief-makers like the 
shuttle of a loom, and he found himself 
placed at the head of a clique of disap- 
pointed Republicans, who were deter* 
mined to prevent, if possible, the re- 
election of Gen. 
Grant to the Presi- 
dency. 


Henry Wilson, then Vice President 
of the United States, endeavored to re- 
store harmony, and said in a letter to 
Gen Grant: 
"Your 
administration is 
menaced by great opposition, and it 
must needs possess a unity among the 
people and in Congress. The head of a 
great party, the President of the United 
States has much to forget and to for- 
give, but he can afford to be magnani- 
mous and forgiving. I want to see the 
President and Congress in 
harmony, 
and the Republican party united and 
victorious; to accomplish this we must 
all be just, charitable, and forgiving." 


"PA.TENT" 
FLOUR MAICING PROCBSS, 


The first suggestion of the improved 
plan originated with a French scientist. 
Mr. Lacroix, a manufacturer of Fari- 
bault, Minnesota, first brought the idea 
to this country, but the process as orig- 
inally used has been greatly improved 
upon by the millers of the northwest. 
There are, in fact, several processes, 
but in principle they are 
identical. 
Chief objects sotight are the gradual 
breaking and bruising of the grain so as 
to keep the broken particles rough and 
"alive;" the repeated reduction of the 
middlings, or that part of the grain ly- 
ing immediately below the husk—this, 
formerly rejected, is now made to yield 
the best flour; also the separation of 
every part of the flour from the bran, 
and, finally, the careful blending of the 
flour obtained from the several reduc- 
tions. 


We give briefly the detail of the pro- 
cess in one of the Minneapolis mills. 
The wheat, cleaned by blasts, is sepa- 
rated into lots of similar sizes; the fuzzy 
tails are removed by ending-stones. 
The grain is then passed through cor- 
rugated, chilled iron rollers, their cor- 
rugations ranging from eight to forty to 
the square inch, which bruise the grain 
without grinding it. This is on the 
ground floor. The bruised grain is then 
raised to the bolting machines, where it 
is passed through 
gauze-cloths of dif- 
ferent tfextures, and thence sent down 
between finer corrugated rollers running 
at a speed of from 160 to 300 revolu- 
tions per minnte. 
These processes of 
reduction are repeated 
six or seven 
times, the third giving more flour than 
the first two reductions, and the fifth 
giving the best 
rising-flour and the 
richest in albuminoids. 


Very important results have been ac- 
complished by the introduction of the 
"patent" process. 
The amount of flour 
yielded by a bushel of wheat has been 
increased fully 10 per cent.; the flour 
made is said to be more nutritious, as 
well as more palatable, 
and spring 
wheat, the variety most abimdantly pro- 
duced in the west (whose flour, being 
much inferior to that of winter wheat 
made by the old process, was formerly 
held at a much lower price), is greatly 
increased in value, as by the "patent" 
process it is found to give the better 
flour.—Inter 
Occam.

The Indiana supreme court yesterday 
affirmed the decision of the Allen coun^ 
circuit court in s^tenoing Wm. Boyle 
to the penitentiary for life, for murder. 
The case was once before in that court, 
Boyle having received the death sen- 
tence in the first trial, which was re- 
versed above. 
The last appeal was on 
various technical points of law, and 
Judges Zollars and Mitchell dissented 
from the opinion, which was written by 
Judge Elliott. 
Messrs. Colerick & Op- 
penheim have heroically worked for their 
client, Boyle, and the fact that Judges 
Zollars and Mitchell are with them shows 
how near to success they were. 
Pros 
ecutor Dawson,of course, feels prouds of 
his victory, and justly so, as his record 
is one of the cleanest and most success- 
ful in criminal the prosecuting history of 
Indiana. 
The decision is as follows: 


(1.) In a former opinion in this case it 
was held that part of the dying declara- 
tion of the deceased, wherein, in reply- 
ing to the question, "What reason, if 
any, had the man for shooting you?" he 
said, "Not any that I know of; he said 
he would shoot my damned heart out," 
was not the expression of an incompe- 
tent opinion, but was a statement of a 
fact and was admissible in evidence. 
This ruling was adhered to. 
Zollars, J., 
dissents in an elaborate opinion, in which 
Mitchell, J., concurs. (2.) The accused, 
when on the witness stand, gave an ac- 
count of his movements upon a day 
namcf^, and it was proper to go fully into 
subject upon cross exxmination and the 
state was not confined to the particular 
poriod of time designated in the ques- 
tions asked on direct examination. (3.) 
Instructions are to be considered as a 
whole, and thus construed there was no 
error. 
(4.) Crimes confessed by an ac- 
cused on the stand may be considered as 
affecting bis credibility. 
(5.) The pros- 
ecuting attorney in his argument, said: 
"Will you believe this man who haa told 
so many lies, and who has just seen the 
shadows of the gallows?" Held no error. 


The above opinion is from Judges El- 
liott, Houk and Niblack and their decis- 
ion sustains in every way the rulings 
of Judge Edward 
O'Rourke in this 
important trial. 
The Fort

judges of the state.

In 1854 he was elected to tho thirty-flCth 


congress. Ho resigned his seat before his last 
term was completed to take tho office of 
sheriR' of this county, to which he had bnen 
elected. It was while in congress tbat Gen, 
Cass, President Buchanan's secretary of state, 
spoko of him as "Honest John Kelly," which 
lie has bueii commonly called since. In 1863 
ha was chosen the candidate for the mayor- 
alty in opposition to Bill Tweed's Tammany 
Hall candidate, but an awful burden of do- 
mestic aflliction in the loss of his wife and eon, 
compelled him to withdraw and take his two 
daughters—all that was left of his family—to 
Em-ope for his own health as well as 
theirs. 
He remained away three years; 


and during his absence New York city 
was given over wholly to the plunder 
of tho Tweed ring. Prominent men like Mr. 
Tilden, Seymour, iletvitt and Belmont sought 
Mr. Kelly to help them in this crisis. He had 
vowed never to again enter politics. Their 
Importunities continued for a year, till at last 
ho entered tho fight, aud whilo Mr. Tilden 
and Charles O'Connor attacked the Tweed 
ring In tho legislature and in the courts, 
Mr. Kelly had a hand to hand tussle with 
thwn in Tammany Hall, their citadel, and 
routed them, as is weU known. This gave 
him a prestige which ho has hold since. An 
Idea of the tremendous power this ring 
wielded may be obtained from the fact that 
they gavo employment to 12,000 persons and 
disbursed ¥30,000,000 annually. In 187B Mr. 
Kelly was appointed comptroller of the city, 
and not only stopped the debt of the city in- 
creasing, something unprecedented, but actu- 
ally reduced it $12,000,000 during his term of 
office. Mr. Kelly^s career for the past ten 
years is more familiar to the reader. In pri- 
vate life he is tho most convivial of compan- 
ions. Temperate, witty, a good Ktory teller 
and possessed of a flexible Imritone voice, 
with which ho has often enlivened political 
gatherings.

chased by two mounted policemen, 
stopped, and arrested for driving faster 
than tho law permitted. The next day 
he appeared at the station-house and 
paid the $10 fine imposed.

about the formation of his Cabinet. 
The breach was gradually widened, and 
in time the Senator became completely 
estranged from his old friend and asso- 
ciate in the Senate, Secretary Fish.

The -wheat, cleaned by blasts, is sepa- 
rated into lots of similar sizes; the fuzzy 
tails are removed by ending-stones. 
The grain is then passed . through cor: 
rngated, chilled iron rollers, their cor- 
rugations ranging from eight to forty to 
the square inch, which bruise the grain 
without grinding it. This is on the 
ground floor. The bruised grain -fa then 
raised to the bolting machines, where it 
is passed through gauze-cloths of dif- 
ferent textures, and thence sent down 
between finer corrugated rollers running 
at a speed of from 100 to 300 revolu- 
tions per minute. These processes of 
reduction aro repeated SIT or seven 
times, the third giving more flour tnan 
the first two reductions, and the fifth 
giving the best rising-flour and the 
richest in albuminoids. 


"Very important results have been ac- 


complished by the introduction of the 
"patent" process. The amount of flour 
yielded by a bushel of wheat has been 
increased fully 10 per cent.; the flour 
made is said to be more nutritious, as 
well as more palatable, and spring 
wheat, the variety most abundantly pro- 
duced in the west (whose flour, being 
much inferior to that of winter wheat 
made by the old process, was formerly 
held at a much lower price), is greatly 
increased in value, as by the "patent" 
iroc-ess it is found to give the better 
flour.—Inter Ocean.

BOYLE IS FIXED. 


The Murderer of Dan Casy "Will 


Remain in State's Prison 


for Life. 


ECS PKOFERTY. 


The Shape of the Grand Rapids 


and Indiana Railroad, 


The Indiana supreme court yesterday 


affirmed the decision of the Allen county 
circuit court in sentencing Wm. Boyle 
to the penitentiary for life, for murder. 
The case was once before in that court, 
Boyle having received the death sen- 
tence in the first trial, which waa re- 
versed above. 
The lost appeal waa on 


various technical points of law, and 
Judges Zollars and Mitchell dissented 
from the opinion, which was written by 
Judge Elliott. 
Messrs. Colerick & Op- 


penheim have heroically worked for their 
client, Boyle, and the fact that Judges 
Zollara and Mitchell are with them shows 
how near to success they were. 
Pros- 


ecutor Dawson,of course, feels prouds of 
his victory, and justly so, as his record 
is one of the cleanest and most success- 
ful in criminal the prosecuting history of 
Indiana. The decision is oa follows: 


(1.) In a former opinion in this case it 


was held that part af tho dying declara- 
tion of tho deceased, wherein, in reply- 
ing to the question, "What reason, if 
any, had the man for shooting you?" he 
said, ('Not any that I know of; he said 
he would shoot my damned heart out," 
was not the expression of an incompe- 
tent opinion, but was a statement of a 
fact and was admissible in evidence. 
This ruling was adhered to. Zollars, J., 
dissents in an elaborate opinion, in which 
Mitchell, 3., concurs. (2.) Th& accused, 
when on the witness stand, gave an ac- 
count of his movements upon a day 
named, and it was proper to go fully into 
subject upon cross examination and the 
state was not confined to the particular 
period of time designated in tbo ques- 
tions asked on direct examination. (3.) 
Instructions are to be considered as a 
whole, and thus construed there wu no 
error. 
(4.) Orimes confessed by an ac- 


cused on the stand maybe considered as 
affecting h» credibility. (5.) Tho pros- 
ecuting attorney in his argument, said: 
"Will you.believe this man who baa told 
so many lies, nnd who has just seen the 
shadows of the gallows?" Held no error. 


The above opinion is from Judges El- 


liott, Honk and Niblaek aud their decis- 
ion sustains in every way the rulings 
of Judge Edward O'Eourke in this 
important trial. 
Tho Fort Wayne 


jurist is always clear in -his points and 
the decisions of tho high court tend to 
place him on a level with the great 
judges of tho state.
